a surface-mounting radiation-emitting component, comprising: a 
leadframe and a radiation-emitting chip mounted on said 
leadframe; a molding material encasing said leadframe and said 
radiation-emitting chip, the molding material having a shape 
defining a mounting surface of the component, said mounting 
surface extending at a first predetermined angle, said first 
predetermined angle having a value lying within a range from 0 
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degrees to 20 degrees relative to a main emission direction of 
the component, said molding material having a shape defining a 
curved surface in the main emission direction; said leadframe 
having leadframe connections, wherein said leadframe connections 
protrude out of said molding material and have connection 
surfaces which enclose a second predetermined angle with said 
mounting surface, said second predetermined angle having a value 
lying within a range from 70 degrees to 90 degrees. 
Applicant's arguments provide reasons for allowance. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: This application contains claims 4-6, 8-13 and 16-86 drawn to an invention 
non-elected with traverse.
